Not the least interesting feature 
of. Chinese politics during the 
past few days hag been the 
struggle: between the Prime 
Minister and the Anfu members 
of the + abinet? The Anfu Club 
js extremely dissatisfied “with 
General Chin Yung-peng, who, 
since his appointment” to 
the Premiership, has evincea 
a dislike for military 
government and has con- 
stantly come into conflict with 
the majority of his former asso- 
ciates and members of the Club 
are doing their utmost to force 
‘his resignation. As a matter of 
fact he did resign, but was in- 
duced by the President and by 
Marshal Tuan Chi-jui to recon- 
sider his decision. On resum- 
ing office he declared that 
be would be prepared to continue, 
ap announcement which was 


» tantamount to defying the Anfu 


Club to do its worst. The Club 
did try its worst because none’ of 
the Acfu ministers attended the 
meetings of the cabinet, hoping 
thereby to create a deadlock 
which would force the General to 
capitulate.

Inquiries made in official 
circles to-day evoked the answer 
that the Mhinese Government, in 
recognition of public opinion, had 
decided not to enter into direct 
negotiations with Japan regard- 
ing the rerurnof Tsingtau. This 
dozs nat mean that a formaldeci- 
sion to this effect has been reach- 
ed by the Cabinet, but rather it 
indicates the views which are 
entertained, it. being obvious to 
even a cabinet minister that the 
Chinese people are united in their 
opposition to # course which 
would spell disaster for China. 
As is well known, there is much 
loose talk and loose thinking on 
this question. Many argue that 
the matter should be left to the 
decision of the League of Nations, 
But thete is no League of Nations. 
Neither is there any certainty 
that such a body will- beset up 
for some considerable time. In 
these circumstances the matter’ 
must be postponed indefinitely. 
To that it is replied that China 
has eversthing to gain by not 
seeking to hasten a settlement. 
Inasmuch as Japan is ac- 
cumulating troubles and problems 


at home and abroad.

It is worth while noting ‘that 
China has established a position 
in respect of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway which could never have 
been possible had it not been for} 
the collapse of Russian authority 
in the East. The administration 
of the railway has heen re- 
organised, General Horvath is 
no longer manager: and director, 
He is simply a member of the 
Board of Directors which has 
now four Chinese and three 
Russian members. On the first 
Board Chinahad only one mem- 
ber and even then China declined 
to participate evén to thatextent.

CRIMINAL SESSIONS. 


SEQUEL TO WARDER 
SPEED'S MURDER. 


At the Criminsl Sessions to- 
day, presided over by the Chief 
Justice, Mr. Justice H. Gompertz, 
Mok Sing, alias. Ching Kwong. 
was arrainged on the indictment 
of murdering Warder Speed on 
December 15, 1919. 

The prisoner pleaded guilty. 

_ The Hon. Mr. J. H. Kemp, KC., 

Attorney General, appeared for 
the Crown and Mr. F.C. Jenkin 
defended the prisoner. ‘ 

The Chief Justice (to the 
Attorney-General):—I take it 
that you will assume that the 
prisoner has pleaded not guilty 
and proceed with the case ? 

The prisoner:—lIt is no good 
calling for the. jurors. I have 
nothing moreto'say.. The reason 
why I went to gaol was on 


accountof poverty. 1 had togo 


and rob. 

The Chief Justice:—Tell, him 
this is mot the time to make a 
statement. There will be jurors 
called, and if he wishes to object 
to any individual the prisoner can 
say SO. . 
| The following jury were em- 
panelled:—Mesgrs. B. de Vera.J. 
Vf. O.dos Remedios, M. Maas, H. 
E. Maslin, Wong Kum Fook and 
Lum Chi Lok. : . 

Mr. M. Maas, who applied for 
exemption, was told by the Chief 
Justice that as most establish- 
mentsin the Colony were short- 
handed the applicant had better 
take his place with the other 
jurorzs. 

The Attorney General, in out- 
lining the facts, said that 
the prisoner. was one 


December last. Inthe conrse of 
that break-out two men were 
murdered—Warder Speed and 
Assistant Warder Nam Singh. 
The jury were only concered 
with the murderof Warder Speed 
in the present casa. One of the 
four men was convicted in 
January and executed. That, of 
course, did not prevent the con- 
s:etionof another man. This was 
what was called a “common 
design" case. The Attorney- 
General said he could not provein 
this case who actually attacked 
Warder Speed. Apparently two 
men did it. The evidence would 
show that the prisoner was 
not one of those two. The 
Attorney-General quoted Arch- 
bold, Page, 1369, which stated 
that if several persons com- 
bine “for an unlawful object 
and if one of*them murders a 
person everybody who was with 
the assailant with the object of 
effecting.any object of the meet- 
ing would be guilty. These four 
uien set out with the deliberate 
intention of murdering one of 
the 'warders whom they had 
to passin their escape from their 
cells. It was 2. common pur- 
pose for breaking out of prison. 
Prison breach was‘felony. The 
prisoner in the case was serving 
seven years for kidnapping. 
Whether it was murder or break- 
ing from prison, the prisoners 
bad 2 common design. 
The hearing is proceeding. ,

GOOD DISPLAY AT - 
KOWLOON. 


‘When in the speech which ha 

delivered at the recent annual 
distribution of prizes at Sr. 
Joseph's College His Excellency 
the Governor made reference to 
the advantage of the possession 
of a healthy mind -in a healthy 
body, by: the ‘practice: of 
“the noble art of self-defence,” 
his remarks did not fall 
onsterile soil. It is to the credit: 
of Mr. Franklin Nightingale, 
Headmaster of the Kowloon 
British School, that he should be 
the first headmaster inthe Colony 
to introduce the pugilistic art into 
school life, and the tournament, 
on Saturday, receiving, as it did, 
the whole-hearted support and 
cooperation of the Governor 
and the officials of the Hong- 
kong Boxing Association, was 
as much a successful affair asthe 
efforts-of the boys themselves 
could make it.

APPEAL TO HONGKONG. 


We have received the following 
for publication —- . 
’ Bir.—I wish to appeal to your 
paper on behalf of the Shanghai 
Refugee Relief Committee to do 
something towards putting before 
the Hongkong public the position 
here in respect to the influx’ of 
destitute refugees from Siberia. 

These people—Russians, Poles, 
Fins, Esthonians, Letts, 
Rumanians, etc.—have been car- 
ried to Shanghai from their 
distant homes by the tides of war 
and revolution, and by the 
thousand different chances, hia- 
dmnces and compulsions that 
rule human destiny when the 
moorings are parted. 

One man was telling me yes- 
teday that two years ago he 
owas within a few miles of his 
home; if only he’ could get there 
his troubles would be over. But 
those few miles were death: It 
would be madness to attempt 
thm, and so the better way 
seemed to be further east, 
aid yet further east, and so on 
until he had reached the furthest 
est. But here the hopes that 
hid held him up all through have 
deceived him unless some friend- 
lyhand is stretched out. for there 
ateno means of obtaining work 
inShanghai whereby he can earn 
enough to carry him on, and all 
that remains for him is to starve 
orgo back to the héll from which 
he has. escaped. tos 

And his is not the real tragedy’ 
Biter all, for this lies in the family 
and the women. Driven out on 
the long’ trail like berdedeattle; 
ravished by every will stronger 
than their own that chance brings 
along, until such happening be- 
comes an accepted condition of 
their unstable lives and the 
only means of solving the 
dificulty of living: harassed 
ty’ disease, starvation and 
threatened massacre till spewed 
cut by remorseless fate at our 
doors, some with minds unhinged 
and all at odds with the world, is 
itany wonder that some of these 
poor creatures are scornful of all 
pinciples of goody distrastfu! of 
mankind and antagonistic to 
their social orderings? For 
nyself, lonly marvel that they 
have held on to the good in 
themselves so well. 

These are the men and women 
for whom we appeal.

DYNAMITE. 


SMUGGLING JFROM 
EMPRESS BOAT. 


is complicated plan to smuggie 
576 sticks of dynamite ashore 
from the Empress of Asia as slie 
lay in Kowloon docks. was 
frustrated by the officers of the 
ship yesterday. As a permit 
was necessary to board 
the steamer, the smugglers en- 
deavoured to overcome the 
difficulty by the production of 
a false pass which bore these 
rather mysterious . words: 

Please pass baarer with candles 
for change—R. K. Johnson.” 
This communication was shown 
to the Head Wharf- 
inger, Mr. Tucker by one of the 
smugglers, a Chinese painter. By 
this means’ he sacured the 
necessary permission to go on 
board with five youthful assistants 
each of.whom carried a baskat 
for the reception of the “ candle.” 
From some hidden source in. the 
they loaded up the . 
baskets with the dynamite, but 
when they were about to make 
their departure the officers of the 
ship made inquiries which reveals *” 
ed that there was no such a 
person as “Mr. R. K. Ichnson”™ 
on. board the ‘vessel. This 
intelligence being conveyed ‘ta 
Mr. Tucker, he “detained the 
smugglers and sent for the Police. 
It appears that the elder smuggler 
then gave information to In- 
spectar Brown, as a result of 
which another painter belonging 
to the same shop as the othermsn ° 
was arrested. Both men at the 
Police Court to-day made state- 
Tents in which they endeavoured 
to explain away the fact of their 
being in possession of the false 
pass and the explosives’ They 
were sentenced to six months’ 
hard labour. The five boys were 
not charged by Inspector Brown. 
The order was"given by the 
Magistrate for the. forfeiture of 
the explosives.
